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JORDAN DESERVES COMPLIMENTS 


State Assembly Candidate Ralph Jordan is to be complimented 
for his forthright stand in opposition to expenditures of public funds 
by the incumbent assemblyman, Myron Frew, to hire one Ken Clifford, 
a radio newsman, to write and handle his campaign publicity material. 

Jordan said this week, "I call upon Myron Frew to stop funneling 
state tax money to his campaign publicity man, Kenneth Clifford”, 
then he said later that he plans to file a taxpayers’ suit seeking to 
force Frew to return to the state the money that he has authorized the 
state to pay Clifford. 

In case you haven't heard, Clifford technically became Frew's 
part-time secretary last December (he has been on the state payroll 
since) at $275 per month, paid by the State of California. Obviously, 
Clifford's major job, if not his only job, is to write and dispense cam- 
paign material for Frew. 

Now, the State of California provides secretarial help for mem- 
bers of the state legislature. This secretarial help is for the purpose of 
assisting legislators with the handling of their state business. 

Legislators are not pinned down in one-two-three fashion as to the 
duties of their secretaries, but, certainly, every legislator, including 
Frew, must understand the intent of the state, said intent being to ex- 
pedite the handling of state business in the office of the state legisla- 
tor. 

Technically, there is probably a debatable legal point about Clif- 
ford's activities in writing Frew publicity at state expense. 

Certainly there can be not the slightest question concerning the 
moral point. Frew is morally misusing state funds; Clifford is morally 
misusing state funds, and as far as you and | — the taxpayers — are 
concerned, it is our money that is being mishandled. 

Jordan is making an issue of this, and rightly so. Frew should pay 
back to the State of California every penny that the state has paid 
Clifford to write Frew publicity. 

When cozy little public money deals like this Clifford-Frew thing 
come to light, it makes us wonder just how low a legislator like Frew 
can sink. 

And it makes us hope — hope sincerely — that the good people 
of Tulare and Kings counties will demand something better when they 
have a chance to do so in November.

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VETERAN AGRICULTURE CLASS MEMBERS 
JUDGE CATTLE AND QUARTER HORSES 
ON FIELD TRIP TO. MORRIS RANCH 


PORTERVILLE, September 25— 
While most students were heading 
back to classrooms last week, those 
enrolled in the veterans’ agricul- 
tural program at Porterville col- 
lege were ‘“‘heading for the hills’ 
and “school in the wide open spac- 
es” as they began their annual 
tour of Tulare county farmlands 
and their related agricultural in- 
dustries.

PROVIDED, That each said date of 
payment may be changed by the con- 
tracting officer, in a written notice to 
the District, to a later date of the re-

‘‘(e) In the event the District fails or 
réfuses to accept delivery of the quan- 
tities of water available for delivery to

suant to this contract, or in the event 
the District in any year, during the 
period described in Article 3(b) hereof, 
fails to submit a schedule for delivery 
as provided in Article 4(a) of this con- 
tract, such failure or refusal shall, not 
relieve the District of its obligation to 
pay for said water and the District 
agrees to make payment therefor in the 
same manner as if said water had been 
delivered to and accepted by it in ac- 
cordance with this contract. Water 
available for furnishing to the District 
in accordance with the approved sched- 
ule and not accepted by the District 
shall be deemed to have been accepted 
by the District in accordance with the 
aforesaid schedule, tthe District dur- 
ing any month is furnfshed an amount 
of water in addition to that which it 
has requested for such month in its 
said schedule and accepts such addi- 
tional water, the District. shall be 
deemed to have revised its schedule to. 
call for such additional water during 
such month, and the United States shall 
be deemed to have accepted such re- 
vision as satisfactory. As soon there- 
after as possible, the District shall sub- 
mit a revised schedule to the United 
States."’ 

The contract further provides that 
the water will be delivered to the dis- 
trict and measured at the canal side of 
the Friant-Kern Canal. In the event 
of a shortage of water, the available 
water will be divided and prorated 
among the contracting districts in pro- 
portion to the commitments of the va- 
rious districts. The use of the water 
will be limited to agricultural purpos- 
es, including incidental domestic use, 
watering of stock and underground wa- 
ter replenishment. 


To the extent that funds may now or 
hereafter be available by appropriation 
the United States will expend toward 


construction of a general distribution 
and lateral system, surface drainage 
works, and other related distribution 


and surface drainage works, all collec- 
tively comprising and herein styled 
‘‘the distribution system’’, or a portion 
thereof as hereinafter provided, a sum 
not in excess of One Million, Eight Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars ($1,800,000.00), 
or so much thereof as the contracting 
officer deems necessary for the com- 
pletion of the distribution system of 
said portion thereof. 

The District will repay to the United 
States the actual cost of said system 
but in no event in excess of One Mil- 
lion, Eight Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($1,800,000.00) incurred by the United 
States in providing the distribution 
system. This construction obligation 
shall be paid by the District in forty 
(40) successive equal installments with- 
out interest, the first of which shall be- 
come due in the year following the 
last year of a development period which 
is fixed at two years from and includ-

The District will also pay for 
the operation and maintenance of the 
system in the event the system should 
be taken over by the United States of 
America. 

In addition to the other payments to 
be made by the District as provided by 
the contract, the District will pay such 
items of cost ineurred by the United 
States in connection with the distribu- 
tion system for administration, super- 
vision and inspection during the time 
the distribution system is operated and 
maintained by -the district, together
